 Camera Systems. Axon is considered the sole source for compatibility of 
 technology with the existing systems. It is further ordered that the 
 Treasurer is authorized to issue purchase orders and pay invoices related 
 to the contract. 
 

E.  It is ordered that the Judge Executive is authorized to execute a contract 
 with Axon for the Sheriff’s Office as approved in Budget Ordinance 2023-
 10. Said contract in the amount of $237,631.20 provides for Body Camera 
 Systems. Axon is considered the sole source for compatibility of 
 technology with the existing systems. It is further ordered that the 
 Treasurer is authorized to issue purchase orders and pay invoices related 
 to the contract. 
 

F.  It is ordered to pay the invoices listed below to Barkley Regional Airport 
 Authority for new terminal expenses, in the amount of $987.50. This 
 amount is one-half of the total invoices of $1,974.99 and is pursuant to the 
 Interlocal Cooperation Agreement dated August 28, 2021, between City of 
 Paducah, Kentucky, the County of McCracken County, Kentucky, and the 
 Barkley Regional Airport Authority.
